'N* *w I )ealers think it is to pay attention to budgets, W h e n 


Mr. Sm ith drew it up, on behalf of President I riiman, the 
budget called lur spending $16 billions; for $27 tax 
revenues; and tor the difference to la* made up out of 
what was called a "lialan ce" in the I reasury. 
Most of the Am erican public, as well as considerably 


more than halt of C ongress, thought the tax rate was too 
high for comfort, and felt that the expenditures could be 
{cut sharply. 
M any students of economics warned that 


the I reasury 
balance" was not an asset at all. but a
